The Oxfordshire Befriending Network

Bailiffs : Know your Rights 


If you cannot pay your debts, you may find yourself in the 
unfortunate position of being visited at home by bailiffs. 
This article gives some information about your rights in this 
situation, and how to avoid it arising in the first place. It is 
always best to seek advice from an advice centre, CAB or 


solicitor as soon as possible. 


Bailiffs who have authority from a 
competent court have the right to 
peacefully enter premises to seize 
goods, whether with the consent of a 
person inside, or through an open 
door or window. Once a bailiff has 
obtained entry, he or she will often 
seek to take “walking possession' of 
goods inside. Once this has been 
done, a bailiff can return and can 
force entry if necessary in order to 
seize goods. 


With rare exceptions involving 
collection of money owed to the 
Inland Revenue or Customs and 
Excise, bailiffs do not have the right 
to force entry to anyone’s home 
unless they have previously gained 
access to the property. However, 
goods left outside the home, such as 
cars, could still be taken. 


In some instances, the bailiffs may 
ask the police to accompany them if 
they are worried that they may 
encounter violence. Police attendance 
is very rare and is to prevent a breach 
of the peace, not to help the bailiff 
seize goods. 


Some items will not be seized by 
bailiffs. These include clothing, beds, 
bedding and work tools.

COUNTY COURT 
JUDGEMENTS 


If you are sued in the County Court 
for debts which you cannot pay, you 
should send back the reply form 
giving full details of your income and 
expenditure, and any other debts you 
have, so that the Court can decide 
how much you can afford to pay each 
month towards the debt. 


If you do not provide this information, 
the Court is likely to order you to pay 
all the money straight away or at a 
rate you cannot afford, but you can 
apply for this order to be varied to 
give you time to pay, even after the 
bailiffs are involved. You can ask 
court staff how to do this, or seek 
help from a CAB or advice centre. 


MAGISTRATES COURT FINES 


If you are convicted of a criminal 
offence and are likely to be fined, you 
should give the court details of your 
income and expenditure. The 
magistrates will take this into 
account, both in the amount of the 
fine imposed, and in the rate of 
repayments ordered.

TOP SHOPS 


If you do not pay the fine and do not 
keep in touch with the magistrate's 
court, a warrant will be sent toa 
private firm of bailiffs. If this 
happens, you should still write to the 
court giving reasons why you need 
time to pay. You can still ask for a 
means enquiry at which the 
magistrates will consider your income 
and how much you can afford to pay. 
However the bailiff cannot be 
compelled to return the warrant to 
the court, and is only likely to do so if 
they decide that they are not going to 
be able to get access to any goods or 


payment. 


COUNCIL TAX/POLL TAX 


Oxford City Council uses its own 
bailiffs to enforce these debts, but it 
is likely to start using private firms in 
the near future. You can contact the 
City Council's offices to make an 
arrangement to pay the debt. The 
Council’s Debt Help Scheme can help 
if you have more than one debt owed 
to the City Council. 


PARKING TICKETS 


These are now enforced by a private 
firm of certified bailiffs. If you receive 
a notice from the bailiffs and cannot 
pay the amount demanded, you 
should seek advice. 


CHANGING THE LAW 


Blackbird Leys Advice Centre feels 
that the law does not regulate bailiffs 
adequately and often does not 
distinguish between people who 
refuse to pay and those who just do 
not have enough money. If you have 
any views on this issue or would like 
to get involved in our social policy 
campaigns, please contact the advice 
centre.

In May 93 tenants at Pegasus 
Court formed a Tenants 
Association to work together to do 
something about the terrible 
housing conditions they were 
living in. After many discussions 
with Oxford City Council and 
Ealing Family Housing 
Association it was agreed that the 
best way forward would be for 
everyone to be re-housed and to 
redevelop the site. So the 108 
existing flats were demolished and 
in their place came 69 
traditionally built new homes. The 
building was funded by Oxford 
City Council, the Housing 
Corporation and private finance 
raised by Ealing Family. Willmott 
Dixon Housing Ltd. were the main 
building contractors. 


The new development comprises 
of 29 houses and 28 two bedroom 
flats and 12 flats for young single 
people in housing need, who 
worked with the contractor to 
build the flats as part of a 
training, housing and employment 
project. 

Another part of this housing 
development was the setting up of 
a Tenant Management 
Organisation (TMO) 

Tenants now have the opportunity 
to take over some of the 
management with training and 
support.
